Zion Chapel To Get New School 


Coffee County Superinten- 
dent of Education Jimmy Baker 
announced Friday that funds 
totaling $184,384.34 have been 
obtained through state bonds, 
and that the money will be 
applied toward the construction 
of a new elementary school at 
Zion Chapel. 

The new structure will 
house grades 1-6, and will con- 
sist of 12 classrooms and a 
media-center. The media- 
center will include a library, 
a viSual-aids room, and an 


office. The building will be 
centrally air-conditioned and 
heated,. The building will be 
designed so that future expan- 
sion will be possible, 

The site of the new struc- 
ture has not yet been deter- 
mined, but a site will be cho- 
sen as soon as the architects 
finish their present surveys. 
A possible site that has been 
mentioned is one behind the 
building that currently houses 
the elementary classes, 

Plans were submitted to 


the state, but were returned 
with a few minor recommenda- 
tions. The changes have been 
made by the architects, and the 
plans will be re-submitted, 
County officials expect the re- 
vised plans to get immediate 
approval. 


A date has not yet been 
determined for actual construc- 
tion to begin, but plans are for 
the new structure to be com- 
pleted in time for use during 
the 1977-78 school year 
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City Council Hears 


Request For Funds 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all present 
but Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man who is just out of the hos- 
pital. It was reported that Cole- 
man planned to return to work 
later this week, 

The council meeting lasted 
until after ten p.m. but uttle 
or no action was taken other 
than paying bills for the past 
month. However, the council 
did hear requests for funds, 
reports from the mayor, city 
clerk and police chief. 

Superintendent Elmer Tay- 
lor met with the council and 
requested $30,000 a year ap- 
propriatién from the city. He 
indicated this was to pay three 
teachers the system would loose 
without the funds. Taylor told 
the city officials of the loss of 
some federal programs, the 
drop in enroliment due to the 
county’s cutting down the area 
served by the Elba system a 
couple of years ago. 

Taylor said, ‘‘We don’t 
have the best school system 
in the state, but we are work- 
ing toward that.” 

The council told Taylor 
the matter would be on the 
agenda for the next meeting 
and he should have an answer 
by July Ist. 

The council discussed the 
closing of Rainbow Drive be- 
cause of the road conditions 
and no one lived on the road, 
No action was taken but: the 
police chief was instructed to 
look into the matter.

Today I would like to. 
inform the citizens of Coffee 
County of the WIC Program 
which is adininistered through 
the Coffee County Health De- 
partments in both the Enter- 
prise and Elba offices, 

W IC stands for Women, 
Infants and Children, WIC is: 
a Nutritional Research Pro- 
gram for Pregnant Women, In- 
fants and Children under the 
age of five years, To be eligi- 
ble for this program you must 
be aresident of Coffee County, 
pregnant, an infant or a child 
under age five. This is not 
necessarily a program for the 
low income group however, they 
do qualify as well if found to 
be medically indigent or at a 
nutritional risk. Anyone who 


‘ fits into one of the above cat- 


egories and would like to de- 
termine whether you qualify 
for this program should come 
into the Health Department 
nearest you, 

The WIC Team for Coffee 
County consists of one Reg- 
istered Nurse, Mrs, Rita Hugh- 
ley, a Program Coordinator for 
Coffee and Geneva Counties, 
Mrs, Ann Edwards, two secre- 
taries, Mrs, Kaye Whitworth 
and Mrs, Sherry Newsome, 
a Home Health Aide Mrs, Cindy: 
Woodruff. ; 

One of the determining 
factors for eligibility is ablood 
test, the Nurse will doa Micro- 
Hematocrit determination to 
check the content of iron in 
your blood, If the hematocrit 
is low you will qualify for the 


supplemental high protein foods 
that are made available to each 
participant through a State Con- 
tract with one of your local 
.grocery stores, : 

* Another determining factor 
for eligibility is a growth pat- 
tern study by qualified person- 
nel, low birth weight is adeter- 
mining factor, as well as diet. 

If it is determinied by our 
staff that a person does qualify 
he or she will be enrolled in 
the program and will be issued 
a set of food vouchers for re- 
Uemption at a designated store 
in that town, An Infant who qual- 
ifies will be furnished cereal, 
fruit juice and formula, the par- 
ent or guardian will take the 
food voucher once each month. 
and redeem it for the high 
protein foods, A pregnant wo- 
man or child that qualifies will 
receive a set of four food vouch- 
ers, with instructions to redeem 
one each week, Their high pro- 
tein food consists of whole milk, 
cheese, eggs, cereal and fruit 
juices, Each participant then 
returns to the Health Depart- 
ment once each month by ap- 
pointment, to pickup another set 
of food vouchers, 

This program is being funded 
by a federal grant from the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture in order to obtain 
Nutritional information on 
pregnant women and children, 
It is hoped that by providing 
the mother with the proper foods 
as soon after conception as pos- 
sible that the child will have a 
healthier growth pattern, an

lina University daily. North 
Carolina continues to evaluate 
the findings and will determine 
the benefits of proper nourish- 
ment toward a healthier’ and 
more intelligent child. Some 
research is being done on the 
effect of smoking during preg- 
nancy. The blood work contin- 
ues while on the program at 
six month intervals. An 
analyses of certain other key 
measurements such as height, 
weight and head circumference 
data is maintained on each part- » 
icipant, 

. Coffee County was the first 
program to get off the ground 
in the United States following: 
were the other 19 projects, 2 
in Arizona, 1 in Connecticut, 
Indiana, Minnesota had two pro- 
jects, Mississippi, Missouri, 
New Jersey, New York, 2 in 
Ohio, South Carolina, 3 in Tex- 
as, Vermont and Wisconsis, 

Since our beginning we have 
served approximately 300 preg- 
nant women and approximately 
3,000 infants and children, We 
maintain an active caseload of 
1,300 participants at all time 
and there is hope that the case~ 
load can be increased if the 
need arises, 

The program at this time 
brings approximately $50,000 
into circulation in the County 
- that would be going into the 
economy of another State if 
we did not maintain the pro- 
gram, The waiting list for 
counties all over the U.S, for 
the program is tremendous, ac- 
cording to Mr. Joe Bryant from 
the USDA office Atlanta, G,

marbles, Most school child-: 


ren today haven’t played this 
game, mainly because there is 
little ground around modern 
Schools where marbles can be 
played best, 


To have a good marble 


game, you must have the fol- 
lowing ingredients: ‘several 
boys (at least two) with a pock- 
etful of marbles, a flat place 
where no grass is growing, and 
a .‘iek to draw a ring! 

There are several ways

Does the diet encourage ' 
physical activity? This doe-

City Officials Opposed To Prison 
Work Release Program Here 


The Elba City Council 
met Friday in a special meet- 
ing to discuss information re- 
ceived on work-release pro- 
‘grams such as announced for 
Elba by the Alabama prisons 
authority. 

Mayor Sam Sawyer was out 
of town and Mayor Pro-tem 
Charles Ellis presided over 
the meeting. 

The council heard a de- 
tailed report prepared by Chief 
Johnston at the requests of 
the council. Johnston reported 
to the council from several 
sources in North Carolina, 
which has a similar work re- 
lease programs for state pris- 
oners. 

Johnston noted that the 
purpose of the program was 
to familiarize prisoners with 
society before turning them 
loose but there is a question 
on the success of the North 
Carolina project. Johnston 
could get no one to explain 
why 76% of those on the pro- 
gram returned to jail when 
only 70% of the general jail 
population returned. ,

program in N.C. told Johnston 
it was working. Several police 
chiefs were not so strong for 
the project. The chief inSmith- 
ville, North Carolina, was hos- 
tile to the program, according 
to Johnston. He recommended 
that Elba get rid of it now if 
possible. He stated that every 
30 to 60 days most of these 
people were involved in some 
kind of crime in the commun- 
ity. Other chiefs didn’t cite 
such high rates but did note 
an increase. 

One chief told Johnston 
the program worked OK at 
first until they started placing 
prisoners charged with the 
more violent crimes on the 
program and then the trouble 
began. 

Johnston noted that there 
would be 45 prisoners in the 
Elba program and they would 
be people who had 18 months 
and less toserve ontheir prison 
term. This contrasts with five 
years in the North Carolina 
program. 

They will be under minimum 
some will work at 
public jobs and about 25 will 
be used by the state highway 
department. A number of coun- 
selors will be employed to 
help the men prepare them- 
selves for return to sotiety. 

Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man was the first to state his 
opposition to the project and 
he said, ‘‘we should flatly op- 
pose this project,’’ Coleman 
noted that he worked with plac- 
ing when recently released from 
prison on jobs and it waS a 
hard job. According to Cole- 
man, seldom will a company 
hire a recently released ‘‘con’’ 
if his family doesn't live or 
move to the area. 

Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
expressed doubt that Elba had 
any choice in the matter but 
that he was personally opposed

Board Mr. Hayes serves on 
the board of directors of the 


Alabama Electric Cooperative 

The Elba Utilities Board 
has thirteen employees on its 
payroll Each and every one 
of these persons’ services 
are essential to the operation 
of the electrical system. On 
the other hand, a commercial 
interest suchas Alabama Power 
must pay out costs for over 
head, or extra costs such as 
Salaries of company executives 
public relations personne! 


taxes and dividends to its 
stockholders. None of these 
overhead costs are in the cost 
of electric current supplied by 
the Elba Utilities Board, since 
the electric system in Elba is 
owned and operated by Elba. 

The Utilities Board Chairman 

does not receive any salary 

whatsoever, nor does any mem- 
ber of the Utilites Board, 
composed of two businessmen, 

Mr. Charles Hayes III, Chair- 

man; and Mr. Oscar Vaughan, 

Jr.,; and Councilmen Ben Car- 

penter and John Waylon Shar- 

piess; and Mayor Sam Sawyer 

Mr. Hayes emphasized that 

the Utilities Board ‘runs atight 
ship and has ‘‘cut all the 
fat’’ of the Utlities Department 
having a total of only thirteen 
persons on the payroll.
